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Congress Leader Answers Critics 


Wise Started Probe Which Ended 
In Detroit Unit Quster—Berman

HICAGO—One of the younger leaders of the American Jewish 
Congress disclosed last week that it was the late Rabbi Stephen S. 
Wise who started the investigation which led to the ouster of the 
Detroit Metropolitan chapter of the Congress. 

Rabbi Morton M. Berman, president of the Chicago chapter, 


made the disclosure in a letter 
to the Chicago SENTINEL, local 
Anglo-Jewish weekly. 

The Detroit chapter was ex- 
pelled at a meeting of the na- 
tional administrative committee 
of the Congress in June which 
also dropped the pro-Communist 
Jewish People’s Fraternal Order 
and the American Jewish Labor 
Council. 

Rabbi Berman made his state- 
ment in answer to a letter in the 
SENTINEL of July 23 by the 
two Red-front 
Jewish groups, 
charging them 
with “gross mis- 
statements” ab- 
out the ouster. 

The statement 
was seen in in- 
formed quarters 
as an answer to

ousted unit that the expulsions 
were a betrayal of the ideais 
of Rabbi Wise, founder and 


president of the Congress till his 
death last April. 
Wise Started It 

“Because of strong protests 
from Detroit. Congress leaders, 
Rabbi Wise directed an informal 
investigation to be made by a 
member of the national executive 
committee,” Rabbi Berman re- 
ported. 

That report, prepared after an 
open hearing, “was made the 
basis of formal charges against 
the chapter by Rabbi Wise,” Ber- 
man reported. “A formal, open 
hearing on these charges was 
held by a sub-committee of the 
national executive committee, not 
including the investigator,” 

Rabbi Berman said that at both 
hearings, the Detroit chapter ap- 
peared and gave “extensive evi- 
dence.” 


“On the basis of the largely 
undisputed facts, the subcommit- 
tee concluded that the chapter

had deliberately defied the De- 
troit Council Congress on several 
major decisions, had repeatedly 
acted without proper clearance, 
had deliberately instigated hostil- 
ity against other Congress groups 
and aired internal differences to 
outside persons, and had mis- 
represented official actions in 
minutes and at open hearings.” 

Rabbi Berman said the sub- 
committee recommended dissolu- 
tion of the chapter, and that re- 
commendation was adopted by 
the full executive committee “and 
the chapter is no longer in ex- 
istence.” 


Detroit Plans Fight 

That last point has been dis- 
puted by officials of the ousted 
chapter, who have filed an appeal 
against the ouster decision and 
have announced their intention 
to fight the issue out at the next 
convention of the Congress which 
opens Nov. 9. (NJP July 22). 

Rabbi Berman said he had 
made his statement to permit 
Chicago Jews to decide for them- 
selves whether the ousters were 
made because the ousted groups 
had engaged in “progressive” 
activities, as they claim, or whe- 
ther because “of a fundamental 
unwillingness to work within the 
democratic framework of a large 
organization when the majority 
of its representatives did not 
agree with their point of view.” 

The latter charge also was 
leveled by Congress leaders 
against the  recently-formed 
Committee for a Democratic 
American Jewish Congress, 
which has announced its in- 
tention to seek replacement of 
the present leadership at the 
November convention. 

Rabbi Irving Miller, chairman 
of the Congress executive com- 
mittee, rapped the new internal 
opposition group last week as 
a “tiny minority” seeking to 
“foist” its views on the majority. 

The new faction has promised 
to make a major issue out of the 
Detroit ouster at the fall con- 
vention.

Soviet Zone Yields 
Jewish War Orphans 


BERLIN—A group of 50 chil- 
dren, most of them of half-Jewish 
parentage and mainly orphans, 
have left the Russian zone by air 
for Berlin, the Jewish CHRON- 
ICLE of London reported last 
week. 


Since last March, when special 
arrangements were made by 
Youth Aliyah, about 200 such 
children have been permitted to 
leave the Soviet Zone of Germany 
for Israel. 


The newspaper reported that 
even during the blockade of Ber- 
lin, Jewish children were allowed 
to leave by routes specially open- 
ed for them by Soviet officials. 

The paper said it was estimated 
that another 300 chilaren, includ- 
ing those of mixed marriages, 
mostly Polish, will be permitted 
to leave for Israel.

It was offered on the basis that 
such groups as Hadassah, a heavy 
fund-raiser for its network of 
institutions in Israel, and the 
Labor Zionist Organization of 
America, which runs a yearly. 
Gewerkshaften drive for the His- 
tadrut, should join in the 1950 
United Jewish Appeal. 


The proposal for a joint cam- 
paign would mesh the fund-rai- 
sing facilities of such organiza- 
tions into the 1950 UJA drive. 
with -subsequent allocations to 
the Zionist groups for so cooper- 
ating. 


Frisch called the Tel Aviv con- 
ference a failure and said that 
“in order to cover up the failure” 
the conference ‘apparently de- 
cided to appoint a coordinating 
committee which in effect means 
the harmful continuation of the 
splintering of our efforts at a 
time when complete unification 
of all public drives for Israel 
would, in my judgement, have 
been the strongest stimulus to- 
ward a more successful United 


What It Does 

Frischs statement apparently 
assured the ZOA of a basis on 
which to seek the $2,000,000 from 
a joint UJA drive, in the un- 
likely event the Jewish Agency 
proposal is accepted, or left the 
way clear for the ZOA to launch 
an independent drive, if the plan 
was rejected. 


Informed sources reported that 
both Hadassah and LZOA leaders 
were adamant in opposition to 
the proposal. 

The proposed annual fund 
would finance three ZOA projects 
in Israel. One would be the build- 
ing of colonies on the principle 
of private home ownership, The 
exception would be the land, 
which would be public domain 
allocated by the Jewish National 
Fund. 

The second would be establish- 
ment of small loan societies to 
aid the small trader and business- 


man, whom Frisch called “the 
forgotten man” in the Israeli 
economic scene; and the third 


would be erection of housing for 
the same group. 


For Marshall Aid 

Frisch also added the backing 
of the ZOA to arguments by 
the Jewish Labor Committee and 
a CIO delegation that the Israeli 
Government should adopt a “pro- 
Western orientation.” 

As did the other groups, 
Frisch argued such a stand 
would lead to Marshall plan 
aid for Israel and would en- 
courage a more rapid influx 
of private capital. 





Lipsky Reported Choice to Head 
U.S. Zionist Council; Miller Out

NEW YORK—Louis Lipsky, a former president of the Zionist 
Organization of America, is slated to be named chairman of the 
American Zionist Council, formerly the American Zionist Emer- 
gency Council, it was reliably reported this week. 

Rabbi Irving Miller, former chairman of the ZOA national ad- 


ministrative council, had been 
boomed for the post to succeed 
Rabbi Abba Hillel Silver, who re- 
signed last April. 

Opposition to Rabbi Miller’s 
candidacy for the chairmanship 
developed at a meeting in May 
at which vigorous efforts were 
made to persuade Dr. Silver to 
accept re-election. 

Rabbi Miller was opposed at 
that time by the Mizrachi (relig- 
ious Zionist) representatives on 
the American Zionist Council on 
grounds that strong and aggress- 
ive leadership would be needed 
to fight for autonomy of U. S. 
Zionist bodies at the next World 
Zionist Congress. 

Lipsky On Agency 

Lipsky, who had been one of 
the leaders of the now-dissolved 
formal opposition to the ZOA 
leadership of Rabbi Silver and Dr. 
Emanuel Neumann, last year’s 
president, had been mentioned for 
a post on the Jewish Agency ex- 
ecutive as part of the pact which 
lead to the coalition presidency of

However, Dr. Israel Goldstein, 
another ZOA past president, is 
scheduled to become a member of 
the American section of the Jew- 
ish Agency.

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NOT ALL ISRAELI EDUCATION 
IS CAST IN RIGID PARTY MOLD

NFORTUNATELY I saw Fuss only once. Unfortunately I don’t 

remember the name of his assistant. But it hardly matters. 

| There is still enough left to tell. The only annoying element in the 
|Situation is that an American nudnick got into the story. 

Early in May 1948 I went with Zevuloni of the Haoved Hatzioni 
!On an automobile tour to visit their kibbutzim. In je 
'the evening we met in Tel-Aviv around the table 
‘for tea. On my visit that day I was specially im- 

; pressed by my conversation with chaver Fuss, who j 
is in charge of the Educational Institution at Kfar 
Glickson. 

I saw the teachers and the pupils at work, in 
the classrooms in wooden shacks, which had been 
hastily put together, and then sat down to talk 
with chaver Fuss. We kept on talking until I had 
to leave to go back to Tel-Aviv. But we agreed 
to meet again. He telephoned my hotel in Tel-

Aviv on May 17, a day before my departure, and we did not meet. 


I VISITED KFAR GLICKSON again in March, 1949. With us 
was Yitzhak Kubowitzki, the director of the Constructive Fund; a 
coupie of visitors from the Argentine and America and some mem- 
bers of the General Zionist Administration. This time Fuss was 
absent from Kfar Glickson, and again we did not meet. I carried 
on the discussion with his assistant. It is too bad that one of the 
American visitors kept bothering us with posing for his camera. 


Where previously I had found wooden shacks, I now found 
a bright, beautifully constructed dining room. There we ate 
together with the instructors and the pupils. It was a modest 
but nutritious meal. The children were quiet, well-behaved, but 
there was no evidence of external discipline. It was rather the 
self-discipline that comes from inner conviction which the 
teacher helps to form and to mould. 


The Kfar Glickson has a smaller budget than any educational 
institution of its kind, and the money goes much further. 

The reason for it is that the maximum use is being made of 
the best progressive methods in education to teach the children 
practical work and thereby contribute to the upkeep of the insti- 
tution, to its food provision, its maintenance. Older children are 
employed as guides and instructors to the younger ones, the chil- 
dren attend to the cleanliness, to the mending, to the sowing, etc. 

The children study and work. They work in the fields, in the gar- 
dens, in the laundry, in the dining room. And they study both 
practical and cultural subjects. 


AS TO THE SPIRIT AND IDEOLOGY of the place, I well re- 
member the words of chaver Fuss during my first visit: 

“We teach Jewish history and Jewish tradition, but we avoid 
rigid dogma. A Jewish religious custom which can have meaning 
for the children is observed. But we avoid imposng on him a cus- 
tom which would be purely formal and to which they could find 
no response in their own souls.” 

Children are taught to love their homeland and to love work, 
but party dogma is shunned. 

“The socialist doctrines brought from Europe do not fit our 
Palestine reality,” Fuss told me in May 1948. “Socialism means 
first of all nationalization. What are we going to nationalize here— 
the Jewish National Fund?” 

Just as in the treatment of dogmas in party life and in reli- 
‘gion, the Educational Institution at Kfar Glickson avoids rigid ad- 
herence to antiquated forms. The institution is imbued with a spirit 
of earnestness, of sincerity and of intellectual alertness.

N March 16, 1949, early in the morning, I got into a second 

class compartment in the Rome-Paris train. With me were 

two young fellows who looked every bit American. At first I thought 

they were newspapermen. But they had no typewriters and could 

not speak a word of Italian or French. I found out they were Mor- 

mon missionaries to Denmark. They told me they could speak Dan- 
ish. 

I hope the enterprising Dr. Maurice Eisendrath, president of 
the Union of American Hebrew Congregations, will take the hint 
and organize a Reform Jewish mission to Israel. I have no ob- 
jections—so long as the services are in Hebrew. 
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NORFOLK, Va.—Settlement of a fight over 
supervision of Kashrut in meat and poultry 
sales by Norfolk Kosher butchers was an- 
nounced this week by the Jewish Community 
Council. 

The dispute between the Vaad Hakashruth, 
the supervising rabbinate, and four Kosher 
butchers led to dismissal of Simon Mazel, a 
schochet (ritual slaughterer) and charges of 
“flagrant disloyalty” against Mazel. 

He was accused of inviting outside rabbis 
into the Norfolk Jewish community. 

“We think it has been most regrettable that 
during the period of this controversy outsiders 
were brought into the community and one 
publicly self-appointed himself as Chief Rabbi 
of Norfolk to supercede the authority of the 
esteemed and beloved leaders of our syna- 
gogues,” said Albert Hofheimer, president of 
the Norfolk JCC, 

The four butchers were H. Teitler, A. Perl- 
man, Harry Perlin and Hyman Perlin. 

The contending butchers agreed formally 
that the Vaad was the only authorized body to 
Supervise Kashrut in Norfolk and accepted 
Rabbis Paul Reich and Joseph Schechter as the

Mazel was replaced by the Rev. Benjamin 
Martin whose schechita (ritual slaughter) was 
“personally authorized by the Rabbinical Com. 
mittee of the Vaad Hakashruth.” 

The Rabbinical Committee issued a state 
ment that the Vaad was no longer responsible 
for the kashrut of those animals slaughtered 
by Mazel. 

“The flagrant disloyalty of Mr. Mazel, both 
to the Rabbinical Committee and to the Norfolk 
Jewish Community Council, under which the 
Vaad Hakashruth was constituted, and his re. 
sponsibility for inviting other rabbis to come 
to Norfolk and to furtHer confuse the issues 
were the cause of his dismissal,” the Rabbin- 
ical Committee said. 

The dispute included charges against the 
Kosher butchers of non-kosher slaughterers, 
non-compliance with some rabbinical requests 
and a debate over the amount of tax to pay 
to the Vaad for schochet and mashgiach (rab- 
binical inspector) services, 

The settlement was arranged through the 
work of a mediation committee consisting of 
Lester W. Sherrick, president of the Norfolk 
JCC, Morton J. Gaba, JCC executive direct

Two Turkish Towns 
Toially Minus Jews 


ISTANBUL,—(JTA)—The 
southeastern Turkish towns of 
Marash and Diarbakir were re 
ported this week as being com- 
pletely without Jews following 
the departure of 300 Jews from 
there for Israel. Almost all the 
small Jewish communities of that 
area are reported as having been 
completely liquidated, 

These Jewish Communities, 
which were considered the most 
ancient in Turkey, were com- 
pletely isolated from the world 
and from Turkish Jewry. They 
had no link with Judaism other 
than religion and Hebrew tra- 
ditions, which differ from those 
of the Sephardic Jews living in 
the country.

No Jews Permitted 
To See Wailing Wall 
JERUSALEM, — (JTA) — Des- 
pite repeated promises by United 
Nations personnel that the Arabs 
in control of the Old City of Jeru- 
salem would make arrangements 
for Jews to be admitted to the 
Holy Places there, not a single 
Jew was permitted to visit the 
Wailing Wall this week, on the 
eve of Tisha B’av. In pre-war 
years thousands of Jews from all 
over the country flocked to the 
Wailing Wall to recite the Lam- 
entations, marking the destruc- 
tion of the ancient Temple. 
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The bomb was tossed into the 
entrance of the synagogue in the 
midst of preparations for Friday 
evening services. The synagogue 
was severely damaged. 

The Syrian Government 
made it plain that the bomb- 
ing was in no sense regarded 
as of no consequence. 

Every available detective and 
police officer was thrown into 
the hunt for the terrorists and 
several arrests were made within 
24 hours, including the son of a 
prominent Syrian family. 

Premier Raps Bombers 

Premier Muhsen Barazi visited 
the bombed synagogue and said 
that the bombing was an attack 
on the authority of his Govern 
ment and a blow to its prestige 

President Husni Zayim ordered 
that the injured were to get the 
best of attention and food avail 
able. 


Official sources inaicated the 
attack was the work of a small 
anti-Jewish, antiGovernment 
group which opposes the Zayim 
regime on grounds it is not fa 
natical enough on the issue of 
Palestine. 

No Terrorism 

The theory that there is no 
popular support for the bombing 
is based on the fact that Damas 
cus has not had any terrorist 
acts against Jews during adhe 
Palestine war or since. 

The Syrian Government re 
stricted the movements of its 
Jewish nations during the war 
but recently restored their full 
rights to move about as citi- 
zens. 

The official sources said that 
apparently the bombing was de 
signed to check peace talks at 
Lausanne, in which the attitude 
of Syrian negotiators has pointed 
to.an early peace settlement with 
Israel. 
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JTA Formally Denies Menorah Journal Charges; 
Fires Counter-Charge Of Deliberate Malice

NEW YORK—tThe Jewish Telegraphic Agency, target of a series of charges of mismanagement 
fired by the MENORAH JOURNAL, rejected the charges this week in a formal reply denouncing 
the magazine’s attack as “a deliberate and malicious attempt” to discredit the news agency. 

The study, made by Allan Lesser, managing editor of the magazine, charged evidence of bias and 


suppression of important Jewish 
news, diversion of tax-exempt 
funds to the JTA’s subsidiary cor- 
porations, and secrecy in the con- 
duct of its affairs “unbecoming a 
communal organization.” (NJP 


July 29). 
The formal reply of the 
works largest Anglo-Jewish 


press association in turn contain- 

ed several charges against Lesser 

and the MENORAH JOURNAL. 
Those 20 Questions 

As part of his study, “The Jew- 
ish Telegraphic Agency: An Ex- 
amination of its Character and 
Activities,” Lesser submitted 20 
questions to George Backer, JTA 
president. He asserted in his 
study that he never received any 
reply. The report appeared in 
the spring, 1949 issue. 

Commenting on that claim, the 
JTA rebuttal declared that Lesser 
“deliberately withheld the fact 
that he was repeatedly invited by 
Mr. Backer to meet him person- 
ally to receive the answers and 
explanations requested, and that 
he promised to phone back and 
set the date. 

“The author’s failure to take 
advantage of these invitations or 
to acknowledge in print that the 
JTA was prepared to answer 
them points to one very obvious 
eonclusion: the writer did not 
want the answers—he preferred 
to create suspicion and doubt by 
raising the questions and leaving 
them unanswered. 

Question of Procedure 

“The ethics of sueh a procedure 
is highly dubious, to say the 
least,” the JTA said. 

In commenting on Lesser’s 
charge of concealment of the in- 
clusion of the JTA in the New 
York United Jewish Appeal, start- 
ing in 1947, the JTA charged that 
the accusation was “a deliberate 
lie motivated by resentment over 
the refusal to include the MENO- 
RA JOURNAL in that campaign.” 

Lesser, asked to comment on 
these and other counter-charges, 
wired The Post that he would be 
“glad to reply on all points after 
seeing the full text of the JTA 
statement. I reaffirm all facts 
given in my article.” 

Boris Smolar, editor-in-chief of 
the JTA, previously gave The 
Post a partial reply to Lesser’s 
charges. Smolar, in an exclusive 
statement, commented only on 
Lesser’s criticisms of the JTA’s 
news service and did not com- 
ment on Lesser’s questions about 
JTA ownership and control (NJP 
July 29). 

In a statement to the Post, com- 
menting on Smolar’s’ exclusive 
reply, Lesser filed new charges. 

Smolar Versus Landau 

“Last year, at a meeting of the 
Board of Directors of the Jewish 
Telegraphic Agency, Mr. Boris 
Smolar presented a series of for- 
mal charges against Mr. Jacob 
Landau, managing director of 
the agency,” Lesser said in his 
Statement. 

“It would be enlightening to 
know which officer in JTA’s com- 
plicated corporate setup Mr. Smo- 
lar was speaking for In his re- 
ply to your correspondent,” Les- 
Ser told The Post. “Certainly not 
for himself, for as a working 
journalist of many years stand- 
ing, Mr. Smolar knows better 
than most people that the facts 
presented in my study of JTA are 
irrefutable. 

Confident of Backing 

“I am fully confident that the 
investigation of JTA-Overseas 
News Age&ftcy, started several 
Months ago by the Council of Jew- 
sh Federations and Welfare 


Funds, will report substantially 
the same findings as those con- 
tained in my independent study. 


“Every single fact and every 
statement in my study was check- 


ed and double-checked before 


publication. Documentary proof 
for these and other facts—which 
for lack of space could not be in- 
corporated in my 30 page study 
in the MENORAH JOURNAL—is 
available in my files.’ 


Lesser repeated his contention 
that his 20 questions were never 
answered and asserted that the 
honor and good name of the 
American Jewish community call- 
ed for the removal from Jewish 
organizational life of Jacob Blau- 
stein, president of the American 
Jewish Committee, Backer, Lan- 
dau “and all the other officers of 
JTA-ONA responsible for this 
sorry mess.” 

Blaustein and the AJ Commit- 
tee were included in Lesser’s stu- 
dy through the Committee’s sub- 
sidy to the JTA before 1947, when 
it was included in the 1947 N. Y. 
UJA and through a loan to Lan- 
dau through the American Jew- 
ish Committee, when Landau pur- 
chased Seven Arts Feature Syndi- 
cate. The ONA and Seven Arts 
are subsidiaries of JTA. 

JTA Gives Some Answers 

In a point-by point reply, the 
JTA in its formal rebuttal, took 
up the charges in Lesser’s orig- 
inal article. 

1. On news coverage. The rebut- 
tal asserted that Smolar person- 
ally covered all sessions of the 
42nd annual convention of the 
American Jewish Committee last 
January, The rebuttal did not 
mention the fact that the conven- 
tion considered tentative plans to 
establish a national Anglo-Jewish 
news weekly, which was not cov- 
ered in JTA reports on the con- 
vention and which The Post did 
not learn about until a month la- 
ter. (NJP Feb. 11). 


The statement dismissed Les- 
ser’s criticism of the quality of 
JTA reporting with the com- 
ment that “the JTA is not pre- 
pared to accept the judgement 
of the writer of this article as 
valid or authoritative, particu- 
larly in view of his manifest 
lack of knowledge of elemen- 
tary journalistic procedures.” 


The statement dealt in some de- 
tail with Lesser’s charge that 
“bias and suppression of news 
also are indicated in JTA’s hand- 
ling of what was by far the most 
sensational domestic Jewish event 
in 1948, the resignation of Henry 
Monitor as executive vice chair- 
man of the United Palestine Ap- 
peal.” 

Suppression Admitted 

The JTA admitted frankly that 
it withheld coverage on the Mon- 
tor resignation and disclosed that 
‘leading figures in American 
Jewish life” asked the JTA “not 
to publish news of the develop- 
ments until a settlement was 
reached, on grounds that a pre- 
mature airing would be harmful 
both in reaching agreement and 
in its effects on the campaign. 

“The JTA acceeded to this re- 
quest. It placed the public inter- 
est on a higher level than the pub- 
lic curiosity.” 

2. On the structure of the JTA. 
The rebuttal traced the history of 
the JTA much along the lines list- 
ed in the Lesser article but added 
the detail that it managed to have 
defiicits and nevertheless to main- 
tain an independent status large- 
ly through the efforts of the late 


Louis Marshall and Herbert Bay- 
ard Swope. 

The JTA said that Marshall was 
opposed to the establishment of 
a communal board over the JTA, 
that he wanted the JTA to be free 
and independent and to receive 
support from welfare funds and 
public spirited individuals on one 


ground only: JTA’s usefulness to 


the Jewish community. 

The statement said that the 
JTA resisted an attempt “to sub- 
ject its service to and from Pal- 
estine to political control with 
the result that Palcor was crea- 
ted.” Palcor was established by 
U. S. Zionists, 

Landau Sought Help 

“Landau knew he could not 
fight this battle singlehanded.” 
the JTA rebuttal continued. “He 
appealed to Swope, who called a 
conference of the most outstand- 
ing Jewish leaders in the fall of 
1933. 

“A board was established to 
help Landau fight JTA’s battle 
for independence. George Backer 
became president, and Felix M. 
Warburg vice president. JTA was 
transformed into a non-profit cor- 
poration. Mr. Landau transfered 
the rights to vote his shares to a 
committee of trustees 

“At no time did the JTA give 
the American Jewish Committee 
or any other organization control 
over its affairs.” 

The statement disclosed that 
when the JTA was reorganized in 
1935-36 as a communal, non-prof- 
it agency in Delaware, “the New 
York corporation was dissolved.” 

“The new corporation, as a non- 
profit enterprise, was given tax 
exemption status by the U. S. 
Treasury and is also exempt 
from the New York City sales 
tax,” the rebuttal said. “No indi- 
vidual draws any profits from the 
JTA nor any payment except for 
services rendered.” 

Audits Are Available 

“Audited statements for the 
JTA and its subsdiary companies 
are prepared by a leading firm of 
certified public accountants. 
These statements are available to 
duly authorized representatives 
of the community.” 

The statement did not define 
what sort of U. S. Jews were 
in that class but it specifically 
excluded Lesser. 


The rebuttal then took up Les- 
ser’s charges of concealment of 
JTA inclusion in the New York 
UJA. “The statement that the in- 
clusion of JTA was_ concealed 
from contributors to the UJA 
campaign is a deliberate lie moti- 
vated by resentment over refusal 
to include the MENORAH JOUR- 
NAL in that campaign,” the state- 
ment declared. 

In proof, the rebuttal noted 
that “the advertisements pub 
lished by the UJA, its campaign 
literature, etc, list the JTA as one 
of the participating agencies of 
the campaign” 

The statement said the JTA had

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Women’s Viewpoint — 
' JEWISH SEX CODES MAKE MAN 
POOR, DEFENSELESS CREATURE 


By HELEN COHEN 

OR defenseless male! 

What would you consider a sensible approach to the problem 
of man’s sex drive? 

I have listed a three-point program: 1. Early and happily- 
adjusted marriage; 2, Keeping occupied with wholesome construc- 
tive work, play and study; 3. Character training, 
self-discipline, unselfishness, patience, temperance, 
moderation. 

The traditional Jewish program as seen in 
Rabbi Louis M. Epstein’s book, “Sex Laws and 
Customs in Judaism,” definitely included the first 
two points, early marriage and occupation with 
study. But instead of number three, character 
training, a completely different approach was used. 

Man, unfortunate creature (the sages must 
have reasoned) was affilicted with the sex urge; 
therefore the poor dear must be protected from himself. How? By 
keeping woman, toward whom the drive is directed, out of his 
sight as much as possible. 

In chapter II, “Sex Segregation in Public Places,” we find that 
the aim was to keep women indoors, hidden from public gaze: 
“Thé gadabout was scorned; women were a constant source of 
worry to the men. Women had their own quarters, A certain char- 
acter, Papus B. Judah ... used to lock up his wife when he went 
out.” 

Even te 18th century sage, Rabbi Elijah, the Gaon of Vilna, 
urged upon the women of his household “not to leave the house 
except for a very pressing need or for the sake of carrying out a 
holy meritorious mission. Even visits to the synagogue shall be 
short; it is better for women to pray at home.” The Gaon is re- 
ported as having believed that “Men are to avoid conversation with 
women, especially married women. Women were to be kept away 
from parks.” 

Very fine. That ought to take care of our precious males. But 
what about the women. Didn’t they have any feelings? Wouldn’t 
they benefit from a relaxing afternoon in the park. To be continu- 
ously constrained to the four walls of the home must have been a 
dull existence indeed.

SOME MEN TRIED to lay the entire blame on women, as 
though she had entered into a secret pact to harm man. The Testa- 
ment of Reuben warns: “In their heart they plot against men and 
by means of their adornments, they deceive first their minds and 
by the glance of their eye, they instill the poison and then, through 
the accomplished act, they take them captive.” 

It didn’t seem to bother the wise men that women’s actions 
were motivated by the very same impulse which possessed 
man. Or that she had more to lose. Or that the art of per- 
suasion was not solely a feminine weapon, 

When women did leave their homes, “proper caution was to be 
taken in respect to exposure of the body: ‘a women’s head must 
not be uncovered in public. The veil was not discarded until the 
16th century by Western Jewry. It is still used by Oriental Jews. 

Just a little extra protection for long suffering, susceptible 
mankind. 

Of no importance, of course, was the fact that woman was 
thereby rendered uncomfortable. What did it matter if being cov- 
ered from head to toe was too much clothing on a hot day, as long 
as she was conveniently hidden from the sight of man. 

(We might bear in mind that the position of women in non- 
Jewish circles was even worse. Husbands felt perfectly free to 
beat their wives at the least provocation.) 

In reviewing Rabbi Epstecin’s book in the Boston Jewish ADVO- 
CATE, Rabbi Joseph S. Shubow thinks it’s time we discarded new- 
fangled ideas and returned to our ancient ways. d 

No so fast, kind sir. 

Let’s give the men a chance to act like mature adults. They're 
big boys now, you know.

SEVERAL TIMES BEFORE we have touched on the subject 
of woman’s status in traditional Jewish law. The last time, if 
‘you recall, was when we pointed to the fifth commandment, “Honor 
Thy Father and Thy Mother,” as an indication that women might 
have enjoyed equal rights in earlier times. 

At Wildacres, we asked Dr. Mordecai Kaplan, who has been 
emphatic in his insistence that women were given inferior status, 
if the Fifth Commandment didn’t prove otherwise. 

His answer was thet in her particular role as a mother, woman 
may have been treated as an equal but not in her capacity as a 
person.

I HAVE A NICE friendly letter 
from Ida (Mrs. Jacob) Landau, 
and although Ida has her hands 
full at the moment, I don’t think 
she ought to go around making 
false accusations of breaches of 
confidence against The Post. 

It wouldn’t matter so much to 
me, except that Ida seems to 
have answered protests of other 
papers on the exclusive state- 
ment we obtained from Boris 
Smolar, editor-in-chief of the 
Jewish Telegraphic Agency, by 
making the unfounded charge 
against The NJP, 

“Any statement that may have 
been published previously as 
from JTA, was not authorized 
for publication, according to the 
president of the JTA,” last week's 
issue of the American ISRAEL- 
ITE of Cincinnati, said editor- 
ijally. 

Here is the text of Ida’s letter 
to Ben Gallob, our managing 
editor, and then I'll tell Ida the 
facts which she should have 
learned before making the charge 
against The Post: 

“Through the various pro- 
tests voiced, I became aware 
that you published Mr. Smol- 
ar’s reply to your letter, de- 
spite his writing you that he 
was abstaining from making an 
official statement with regard 
to Mr. Lesser’s article in the 
Menorah Journal about the 
JTA. 


“It must have been apparent 
to you that it was not an auth- 
orized statement for publica- 
tion. Publication of this unau- 
thorized statement was most 
embarrassing to us, particul- 
arly in view of the fact that a 
number of publishers who re- 
ceived the Menorah article re- 
frained wholly from publishing 
it; others are awaiting our 
reply. They were most consid- 
erate and indulgent over our 
unavoidable delay in releasing 

our statement. 

“It, therefore, seems unfair 
that you should have breached 
a confidence and taken an ad- 
vantage over them.” 

I'll start off by printing Mr, 
Gallob’s letter to Mr. Smolar. 
Notice that the date of Mr. Gal- 
lob’s letter is July 14, a full two 
weeks before we finally printed 
the story, and as Mr. Gallob 
states, about a month after we 
got the advance story from the 
MENORAH JOURNAL. 

Here is the letter: 


July 14, 1949 

“Dear Mr. Smolar: 

“About a month ago, the Men- 
orah Journal sent us an ad- 
vance release on an _ article 
about the Jewish Telegraphic 
Agency. 

“A few days later I received 
a telegram from your office, 
saying that the article was con- 
siderel libelous and that a full 
statement in comment would be 
forthcoming as soon as your 
office has a chance to see the 
Menorah Journal article. 

“The Spring, 1949 issue of the 
Menorah Journal, containing 
the article in question, arrived 
here a week ago. I assume your 
office had a chance to see it at 
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least three or four days before 
it arrived here. 

“I suspended publication of 
a news story on the article be- 
cause I wanted to see your com 
ment and make it part of the 
story, I would appreciate a 
prompt indication as to when 
the JTA statement will be forth- 
coming, since I feel there ought 
to be some time limit on this 
before I go ahead with the 
original article. 

“In fairness to ourselves and 
to our readers, I will include a 
note that we made an effort to 
get a statement. from you 
but were unable to do so—if 
we actually do not receive a 
statement. We have been widely 
criticized for a penchant for 
controversy but we do at least 
try to get both sides of every 
story. I don’t think it can be 
denied that the Menorah Jour- 
nal reports on the world’s lar- 
gest Anglo-Jewish press assoc. 
iation can hardly be dismissed.” 


Mr. Smolar wired Mr. Gallob 
within a few days to the effect 
that he was sending us a state- 
ment for use in our story by 
airmail, On July 20, Mr. Smo- 
lar’s two-page single-spaced letter 
arrived. You'll note that we held 
up the story—which we could 
have printed in our issue of July 
22—an additional week in order 
to give Mr, Smolar a chance to 
answer at the same time that 
we printed the charges. 

Mr. Smolar’s letter to Mr. Gal- 
lob starts as follows: 

“I have your letter of July 
14. 

“While abstaining from mak- 
ing an official statement with 
regard to Mr. Lesser’s article 
in the Menorah Journal about 
the JTA, which is full of mis- 
statments of fact—and in a 
number of instances libelous 
—I can only say that he did not 
comply with the rudimentary 
requirements of decent journa- 
lism by checking up material 
before making it public.” 

Mr. Smolar then goes on list- 
ing four specific points. These 
you read in our story of July 29, 
which used the entire quotation 
in the paragraph above. 

That the contents of the letter 
was an answer from the JTA’s 
editor-in-chief is obvious from 
Mr. Gallob’s letter, Mr. Smolar’s 
wire and Mr, Smolar’s letter. 

We were more circumspect 
in this instance than we had 
need to be. We could have 
printed the MENORAH JOUR- 
NAL charges weeks before we 
did. We gave the JTA ample 
opportunity to state its case. 
The one thing we did not do— 
and which the JTA obviously 
wanted us to do—was to ignore 
the MENORAH JOURNAL 
charges altogether. 

We now have Mr. Jacob Land- 
au’s Official answer to the charges 
and they are reported on eise- 
where in this issue. It contains 
errors in fact and also errors as 
to the responsibility of a news 
agency, but unless Mr. Landau— 
whom I’ve always respected and 
held in high regard—wants me 
to get in this argument, I'll let it 
go its own way to a conclusion, 
which as I indicated in my edit- 
orial will probably mean a re- 
organization 

Just to show you that we knew 
of the storm brewing within the 
JTA, I'll ask you to recall the 
story in our issue of May 6, which 
told of four large Jewish com- 
munities either withholding their 
allocations to the JTA or in the 
stage of reaching such a decision 
unless the JTA produced evi- 
dence to show that it was re 
vising its financial structure. 

Our story did not mention the 
JTA by name out of our concern 
over the threat of injuring a

The Controversy In the American Jewish Congress 


OW to interpret the current controversy in 

the American Jewish Congresss so that 

readers may understand more clearly what is 
going on? 

As in the case of any organization which was 
held fogether, so to speak, by the greatness of 
one man, the Congress was bound to suffer 
when Stephen Wise died. There are no other 
Stephen Wises, and none of the men now in 
positions of leadership within the Congress 
would care to claim that they belong in the 
company of the great rabbinical liberal. 

The same thing happened when Henry Mon- 
sky died. The B’nai B’rith, which his personality 
and untiring zeal had kept in the forefront of 
the American Jewish community, was bound 
to suffer. 

In the case of the Congress, death has taken 
a severe toll of ite leaders, starting first with 


the untimely air-crash death of Dr. Alexandy 
Pekelis, and then the death of Kurt Lewin, thy 
famous sociologist. Pekelis was the most Orig. 
inal thinker the American Jewish Community 
had seen in decades. y 

Two other factors have militated against the 
Congress. Other national Jewish organization, 
have adopted a good part of the Congress’ ma 
itant program, The second factor—true no 
only of the Congress—is the slow decline of ay 
U. S. Jewish organizations. 

In a regime as long as that of Dr. Wise, mig. 
understandings and dissatisfactions were bound 
to arise. The lesson from both Dr. Wise ang 
Henry Monsky is that no man should be given 
more than a three to five year term at the heag 
of any organization. A two-year limitation, 
such as that prevailing in the Zionist Organ 
zation of America, is even more preferable, 


The Dream of a United Drive for Israel 


IS unfortunate that the ideal of a United 
Drive for Israel in the U. S. for 1950 can- 
not be realized 

Such a United Drive will come, but not next 
year. 

The facts of Jewish organizational life are 
harsh. While the United Jewish Appeal this 
year will in all probability not reach the $100,- 
000,000 mark—we certainly hope we are too 
pessimistic—such independent drives as those 
conducted by Hadassah will do far better on a 
percentage basis, compared with what was 
raised last year. 

Hadassah is the best fund raiser in the Amer- 
ican Jewish community. Will it be willing to 
come into a UJA for 1950 in which it will stand 
to receive only as proportionate share of the 


vv 


fund, depending on how much is raised? 

Of course it won’t and if it is offered a guan 
anteed allocation as an inducement to give up 
its independent drive, then all the participating 
organizations will ask for the same assured 
commitment. 

This does not mean that The Post is not for 
a unified drive. 

It means that The Post doesn’t dream. 

A united drive for all causes will not come 
because the Jewish Agency wants it. It will 
come as an expression of a demand from the 
local Jewish communiies which are beginning 
to realize that with so many separate drives 
going on, the principal drive—that for the UJA 
—is harmed over and above the amount raised 
by the independent drives. 


Suppose Non-Jews Were the Objectors? 


Kee American Jewish community is being 
treated to an unappetizing episode in the 
objections of some Jewish residents in Chelten- 
ham township to the establishment of branch 
synagogues and religious schools in their neigh- 
borhood.

@ Editor, National Jewish Post: 

The great enthusiasm in ypur 
editorial of July 15 for the Wild- 
acres Institute is understandable, 
put when you expect this tech- 
nique to “Sweep the U.S. Jewish 
community” as a nation-wide 
adult education movement, you 
are ignoring the wisdom of the 
gchoolboy’s Classic definition of 
porticulture .. .

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Union Documents Claim CCNY 
Has Anti-Jewish Teachers Policy

NEW YORK—Charging widespread discrimination against Jew 
ish teachers in hiring practices at the City College of New York, 
the Teachers Union, local 555 of the CIO United Public Workers, 
this week demanded a public investigation of tenure practices at the 


city college. 

“The recent unjustified dismiss- 
al from City College of Dr. Lee 
Lorch, following close upon the 
revelation of discriminatory prac- 
tices in the Knickerbocker and 
Davis cases, seriously raises the 
question of whether racist dis- 
crimination might not be simply 
a sporadic and occasional mani- 
festation but a widespread and 
perennial policy at the college,” 
the union asserted. 

It then offered breakdowns of 
tenture practices to buttress its 
charge that such a policy actually 
was in effect. 


The local asserted that over 50 
teachers have just completed their 
probationary years and should be 
granted tenure. Normally. ac- 
cording to the union, most of 
those completing their probation- 
ary years get permanent appoint- 
ments. 


For -Non-Jews, Yes 
“This is precisely the kind of 
percentage that appears in the 
tenure appointments affecting 
non-Jewish candidates, that is 
close to 100 per cent,” the local re- 
ported. 


In the case of Jewish candi- 
dates, 52 per cent of those com- 
pleting probationary teaching 
were granted tenure, compared to 
96 per cent for non-Jews. 


In the class of dismissals be- 
fore tenure, the local reported 
that 22 per cent of white non- 
Jewish teachers had been drop- 
ped, while 89 per cent of Jew- 
ish teachers were dismissed. 


The local charged that the most 
notable examples of specific anti- 
Jewish discrimination developed 
in connection with chemistry rec- 
ommendations. 

This year, the departmental ap- 
pointments committee recom- 
mended for tenure appointments 
eight people, the local said. Of 
these, six were Jewish, one Negro 
and one white non-Jew. 

An Open Case 

The Science Personnel and Bud- 
get committee voted to ‘approve 
four of the appointments, includ- 
ing the one White non-Jew, the 
Negro and two of six Jews, the lo- 
cal said. 

“It has been reliably reported 
to us that the white non-Jew was 
immediately and unanimously ac- 
cepted, but the Jews were accept- 
ed only after prolonged debate 
and by a split vote,” the union 
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said. 

The local listed another case 
in recommendations for promo- 
tion made by the CCNY chemis- 
try department. Five people were 
recommended, with choices from 
first to fifth in this order: Jewish, 
Jewish, Negro, white non-Jewish, 
Jewish, 

“The only one of these recom- 
mendations which was not reject- 
ed by the Science Personnel and 
Budget Committe was the Depart- 
ment’s fourth choice—a _ white 
non-Jew,” the local asserted. “So 
obviously discriminatory was this 
action that the Review Committee 
felt impelled to rectify it by re- 
storing the first three candidates 
to the list of recommendations.” 

The local said it had always 
fought the policy of denying em- 
ployment to graduates of the col- 
lege but aside from that issue, 
“We cannot but note that it is 
often applied where Jews are in- 
volved and ignored where white 
non-Jews are concerned. 

“Thus, all seven white non-Jews 
who are City College graduates 
received tenure, while eight out 
of 14 Jewish graduates of City 
College were dismissed when 
they became eligible for tenure.” 


N. Y. Yiddish Daily 
Raps Polish Red Critics 


NEW YORK—The_ Central 
Committee of Polish Jews in War- 
saw, which criticized the Jewish 
Morning JOURNAL, Orthodox 
Yiddish daily, for its reports on 
conditions of Jews in Poland, was 
slapped by the daily this week 
as a Communist front group. 

The Central Committee charged 
there was no truth in JOURNAL 
reports that Polish Jews were 
suffering pogroms and other dan- 
gers. 

The JOURNAL said its reputa- 
tion for accuracy was_ widely- 
known and that it had been “re- 
porting facts only” about Poland, 
The daily called the Central Com- 
mittee “a Communist clique” 
serving the Red-dominated Po- 
lish Government” as a _ propa- 
ganda channel.” 


Vatican Hits U. S$. 
For Israel Stand 


ROME—(JTA)—Charges that 
the United States supports a 
point of view exactly the opposite 
of the Vatican’s at current Lau- 
Sanne discussions on the fate of 
Jerusalem appeared this week in 
a front-page editorial in “Il Quot- 
idiano,” a newspaper which often 
serves as a medium for semi-of- 
ficial Vatican statements. 

The’ editorial charged that 
American representatives at Lau- 
sanne were opposing Vatican pro- 
posals for the Internationaliza- 
tion of Jerusalem on the ground 
that an autonomous Jerusalem 
would not be economically viable. 
The paper dismissed along with 
this contention, the idea reported 
as prevalent in Lausanne, that 
United States opposition was mo- 
tivated by fear of Russian inter- 
vention. It stated that despite the 
United States stand the forthcom- 
ing session of the General Assem- 
bly would not be without echoes 
of Christian aspirations. 





Beigin Objects 
To Fascist Label 

BUENOR AIRES (JTA)—Men- 
ahem Beigin, former leader of the 
Irgun, this week addressed a 
crowd of more than 10,000 people 
at Luna Park, emphasizing that 
he never attacked the Israeli gov- 
ernment abroad and that he con- 
siders it his government. He al- 
so urged the Jews of Argentina 
to make investments in Israel and 
buy Israeli goods.

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ISRAEL TO ACCEPT ARAB DPs 
BEFORE PEACE PACTS SIGNED 


TEL AVIV, Israel—The Israeli Government, yielding to eye, 
greater pressure from the United States, disclosed this week that 
Arab refugees will be resettled in Israel even before actual peaga 


terms are signed. 


The latest disclosure of U. S. pressure was made in a Statement 


by Foreign Minister Moshe Shar- 
ett, who said that Israel will re- 
gard United Nations proclama- 
tion of peace as final, 


Sharett said that Israel does 
not feel that signatures on a pact 
are necessary before conditions of 
peace become effective. 

He disclosed that Israel will 
not bargain to any degree on 
two conditions. One is that the 
25,000 already admitted are to 
be part of the 100,000 which Is- 
real is ready to accept. A sec- 
ond is that Israel reserves the 
right to accept only those refu- 
gees acceptable to her. 

In a sharp debate in Kenesset, 
Prime Minister David Ben-Gurion 
defended the Government and 


said that little nations were al- 


ways under pressure from big na 
tions and that it was no disgragg 
to know when to yield under such 
circumstances, 

“If we invoke the animosity of 
a big power not only do we risk 
losing help, but also the support 
of 5,000,000 Jews who could not 
seriously oppose the policy of 
their gvernment,” he said.
